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Compiling special bibliographies is considered an 
important reference tool. Without this tool it is very difficult 
for researchers to expeditiously locate the required material. 
Recognizing the importance of this research tool, Mr. Sher 
Nowrooz Khan, Chief Librarian, has been compiling 
bibliographies and indexes on various subjects to assist and 
facilitate the researchers. The present work is the continuation 
of this ongoing effort. It is a fairly comprehensive 
bibliography on Sirah. He has made a rigorous effort to 
collect information of best possible writings of eminent 
writers scattered in books, theses and research journals in 
Western languages. Books and other materials relating to life 
and activities of the Prophet (peace be upon him) have been 
included. It does not, however, include Hadith literature. In 
this book the various aspects of life of the Prophet (peace be 
upon him) have been subdivided in logical scheme and 
according to the accepted classification system of Islamic 
literature.

Preface 


After the Holy Qur’an, the Sirah of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad (peace be on him) constitutes the major subject of 
Islamic Studies. He is the only personality in human history 
whose record of life has been preserved after a very through 
and careful sifting and study of the relevant materials. 

Compiling a bibliography on all aspects of the life of the 
Prophet (peace be on him) is beyond the ability of a single 
individual. The scope of the subject is much too vast because 
Muhammad (peace be on him) has been the focus of devotional 
as well as critical studies by Muslim as well as by non-Muslim 
scholars. These scholars have written extensively in almost all 
the languages of the world on various aspects of the Sirah-, the 
Prophet’s life as a child, as a boy, as a young adult, as a 
businessman, as a husband, as a father, as a social reformer, as 
the leader of a deprived and persecuted minority, as the 
founder of a welfare state, as the commander of combatants in 
war against oppressors, as an educator of an illiterate 
community, as the protector of human rights, as the purifier 
of souls, as the guardian of the deprived and the poor, as the 
head of constitutional and legislative authority, as the chief 
justice and the supreme leader of a new born state, etc. 

The present work concentrates on identifying 
biographical publications which contain information on 
Muhammad’s life and activities. The bibliography contains a 
vast amount of material in major western languages including 
English, French, German, Spanish, Russian, Danish, Swedish 
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and Serbo-Croatian. Turkish language has also been included 
because of its Roman script. There are 1825 entries in this 
bibliography. Out of 1825 entries, 1653 are in English and the 
remaining 172 are in other western languages. The coverage of 
this work extends to books, monographs, collected works, 
dissertations, theses, conference proceedings, book chapters. 
Journal articles, etc. The translations of books in oriental 
languages into western languages have also been included. An 
attempt has been made to give maximum coverage to the 
books, periodicals and other writings of scholars, whether 
Muslim or Non-Muslim. In this bibliography the life of the 
Prophet Muhammad (peace be on him) has been divided under 
40 main headings covering various dimensions of his life and 
the entries have been arranged alphabetically according to 
author names under each category. At the end of the 
bibliography a list of the journals surveyed, author and subject 
indexes have been given. 

In transliterating Arabic and Urdu characters into 
English characters we have followed the practice of Islamic 
Studies, the journal of Islamic Research Institute, International 
Islamic University. However, since we have retained the 
transliteration and diacritical marks of the materials cited from 
a variety of sources, it was not possible to ensure uniformity in 
transliteration and diacritics. The Chicago Manual of Style (15th 
edition) with minor changes has been followed for 
bibliographical format to make it user friendly. 

Dr Zafar Ishaq Ansari and Dr S. M. Zaman are to be 
complimented and thanked for editing and providing considerable 
guidance to make the work useful. Dr Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq, 
Director General and Dr Mubasher Hussain, Head, Sirah Unit, 
Islamic Research Institute, must be thanked for taking keen

interest in publishing the work. Mrs Zahida Ahmad is thanked 
for her beautiful cover design. Mr Tufail Hussain Jadoon is 
thanked for the final type-setting and formatting of the text 
which he did skilfully.
